Upland city councilmen 
have had more executive 
sessions during the last 18 
months than during the pre- 
vious 25 years. 

There is a reason for it— 
they have hlad more person- 
nel problems. 

These frequent meetings 
and the frequent rumblings 
from disgruntled city em- 
ployes and from an Ontario 
attorney is no reason, how- 
ever, to support any move 
for a recall.

Mr. Alder, 
capable and energetic, has 
his manner of facing prob- 
lems and in planning for 
the city’s future, 


Individuality and collec. 
tively, the councilmen are 
very much concerned about 
the complex and mounting 
issues, personnel and oth- 
erwise. In the councilmen 
we have able, sincere, un- 
selfish representatives. The 
officials meet often and 
sometimes very ‘late. 

Another ‘executive’ 
meeting was held in the 
city hall last night. Per- 
haps the one thing that 
sparked the calling of this 
meeting was the divided 
feeling among the council- 
men about whehter, the de- 
cision regarding the (fu- 
cision regarding the 
ture services of Patrolman 
Wm.

ers some months ago for de- 
velopment of .a restaurant 
on the property.

While the councilmen are 
entrusted only with the 
making of policies, they 
nevertheless are  responsi- 
ble for all phases of munici- 
pal government. Whether 
they were justified in over- 
riding strong recommenda- 
tions is questionable, 


Some people ask: ‘‘Who 
is running the city? The 
councilmen, the city 


mana- 
ger, the police department 
or the water department 

Determing the answer to 
that question is also a fac- 
tor in the frequent execu- 
tive ‘sessions, 

The city manager, of 
course, is fully responsible 
for the acts and services of 
all departments and of all 
employes. Up until now, 
the councilmen have, al- 
most without question, ac. 
cepted the recommenda- 
tions of the city mianager. 

The councilmen have it 
within their rights to do as 
they please about recom- 
mendations. As far as the 
general public is concerned, 
the councilmen are expec- 
ted to ‘‘run’’ the city. We 
look to them for all the 
answers. 

For years this communi- 
ty has had only peace and 
harmony in the city govern- 
ment: In some circles there 
may be dissa'tisfaction with 
today’s regime but by and 
large most citizens recog- 
nize the current situation 
as only the pains of a read- 
justment period. 

These pains, in the long 
range view, are only minor 
and will be healed without 
much suffering.

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County jury Commissioner Tells Of Conditions a 


Jury Duty Individual's Role 
Toward Good Government 


Upland Kiwanians, at their 
Tuesday luncheon meeting 
heard A. L. Short, San Ber- 
ndrdino county jury com- 
in the Stuft Shirt restaurant, 
missioner, speak on the 
American jury system with 
special emphasis on jury 
duty in this county. 

Silas C. Harvey served as 
program chairman and in- 
troduced the speaker. First 
Vice President Alex McLeish 
presided in the absence of 
the president. 

Mr. Short read a paper 
on the history of the trail, 
prepared from intensive re- 
search, revealing that the 
jury system of today really 
was born in 1215, 

“Greatest Gift’’ 

“The greatest gift ever 
given to man,’’ was Mr. 
Short’s description of the 
jury system of trial, and 
contended that the U.S is 
the only country in the world 
where the jury system exists 
as we know it, where every 
citizen of the country can 
serve on a jury. 


We are on the brink of 
losing this privilege, due to 
a lackadaisical attitude on 
the part of the public regard- 
ing it, Mr. Short emphasized. 
He urged that every person 
consider it his duty toward 
good government to serve on 
a jury when called. 

Pit up as lead to this story 

He reported that jury de- 
cisions every day are wiping 
out small business men, in 
damage suits, yet he said 
the businessman is the most 


‘cases are law suits for dam- 
ages against business, he 
said, ‘“‘yet we do not have 
businessmen who under- 
stand the businessman’s pro- 
lblems on the juries.’’ 
Become ‘Pro’s”’ 

Average age of todays jur- 
or is 62 in this country: Mr. 
Short reported. He stated 
that ‘‘too many jurors serve 
so long that they become 
professional jurors— the 
worst person to have on a 
jury. I wouldn’t want one 
of those people sitting on a 
jury, for me, and as long as 
I’m jury commissioner for 
San Bernardino county, they 
won’t sit on a jury for you,” 
he admonished. 

Speaking further on such 
professional jurors, Mr, 
Short said ‘‘they do the best 
job they can, but merely by 
association they become 
what we call a professional 
juror.”? He told how attor- 
neys can look over a list of 
empaneled jurors and pick 
out the ‘‘pro’s’’ 
“acquittal”? or 
voting jurors. 
8,000 Impaneled 

Last year Mr. Short im- 
paneled 8,000 jurors in this 
county, selecting every 19th 
person on the register of vo- 
ters in the office of County 
Registrar Walter V.° Combs 
of Upland. Of the 8,000 called 
5,000 were legally exempt 
for jury duty, such as doc- 
tors and nurses. 

One thousand more were 
eliminated due to ligitimate 
hardship involved. Of the re- 
maining 2000, Mr. Short said 
1900 had never before served 
on a jury of any kind. From 
this 2000 persons, all Super- 
ior court juries for the year 
are staffed. 


Improvements Made 

(Mr. Short, a retired Navy 
officer, said the average age 
of the jurer, 62 nationally, 
has been lowered in San Ber- 
nardino county to 44. Edu- 
cation wise he reported the 
national average for the jur- 
or is seventh grade, while 
this county now has an av- 
erage education of two years 
of high school per juror. The 
county ratio. on men and 
women jurors was 70% wom- 
en and 30% men, but has 
been leveled to 60% women 
and 40% men. 

Other achievements ac- 
complished in this county in- 
clude limiting the period of 
impahelment per person to 
30 days, and limiting of the 
actual”time in the jury box 
to 22 days. While these are 
the established limitations, 
Mr. Short said no one has 
sexved in the jury box for 
more than nine days since
